They  learn  pa 
tience,  enthusiasm,  how  to  laugh 
and  how  to  accept  criticism 
Sometimes  students  forget  tha 
teachers  are  afterall  human  beings 
They  enjoy  the  same  things  tha 
students,  themselves,  enjoy.  Crafts 
fishing,  cooking,  sports,  traveling 
and  sleeping  are  some  of  the  hobbie 
that  teachers  enjoy  in  their  spar 
time.

As  the  summer  of  1981  came  to  a  close,  the  Conroe  Tiger  foot-

As  the  dominating  force  in  District  16- 
AAAAA,  the  Conroe  Tigers,  as  usual, 
were  on  the  spot  to  prove  that  they  were  in- 
deed the  best.  In  the  first  district  game  of 
the  season,  the  Tigers  were  unstoppable. 
They  posted  a  56-0  victory  over  Spring. 
Conroe  continued  to  sweep  district  play, 
shutting  out  Cypress-Creek  and  Jersey 
Village.  In  the  Cy-Creek  game,  the  Tigers 
awed  home  town  fans  by  scoring  on  the 
very  first  play  of  the  game.  Bruce 
Williams  ran  the  opening  kick-off  back  90 
yards  for  a  touchdown.

Continuing  to  dominate  district  op- 
ponents, the  team  improved  steadily  each 
week.  The  great  depth  of  the  Tigers  was 
evident  each  game.  When  key  players  such 
as  Craig  Campbell  and  Mark  Webb  were 
injured,  the  reserves  filled  the  positions 
well.  Defensively,  the  Tigers  were  very 
strong.  Juniors  Jay  Muller,  Jimmy  Nelms, 
and  Mark  Osborne  were  outstanding  on 
defense.

Mc- 
CuUough running  back  Danny  Lyons  was 
ruled  ineligible  and  the  Highlanders  were 
forced  to  forfeit  all  of  their  games  except 
the  Conroe  win.  Strangely,  even  this  deci- 
sion was  not  to  stand.  The  final  decision 
would  lie  with  the  courts.

As  the  Tigers  prepared  for  battle  against  Cy-Fair,  the  season 
was  still  in  limbo.  Both  McCuliough  and  Conroe  finished  off  the 
regular  season  with  wins  over  district  foes.  Lawyers  for  Danny 
Lyons,  who  was  declared  ineligible  for  a  UIL  rules  violation, 
presented  their  case  before  a  state  judge  in  Houston.  The  judge 
issued  a  temporary  restraining  order  which  nullified  the  decision 
of  the  District  16-AAAAA  Executive  Board  to  make  Danny 
Lions  ineligible.  At  this  point.  State  UIL  officials  hired  a  lawyer 
to  attempt  a  reversal  of  the  restraining  order.  This  meant  that  as 
the  Bi-District  playoffs  approached,  both  Conroe  and  Mc- 
Culiough would  have  to  prepare  to  play  the  Temple  Wildcats.  On 
Thursday,  November  19,  the  lawyers  for  Danny  Lyons  and  the 
UIL  presented  their  cases.  The  judge  decided  to  uphold  the 
previous  decision.  McCuliough  would  represent  the  district 
against  Temple  on  Friday  night  in  College  Station. 

After  four  days  of  workouts  to  prepare  for  a  game  that  would 
Inot  be  played  and  an  entire  season  of  accomplishments  and  disap- 
Ipointments,  the  Tigers  were  finished  with  the  1981  season.  For 
Senior  players  it  was  a  sad  end  to  a  dream.  They  worked  for  the 
right  to  compete  for  the  state  title  and  were  denied  it  because  of  a 
judicial  decision.  The  Tigers,  however,  will  not  be  remembered  for 
what  they  did  not  do  but  for  what  they  did.  They  lived  up  to  the 
image  of  heroes  made  by  past  Tiger  Teams.  The  cheer  of  our 
cheerleaders  rang  true  .  .  .  "We  are  proud  of  you."
